It and Information Move May Be Compro- 


mise or Face-Saving 
Device — Change in 
Cabinet Policies 
Viewed as Unlikely. 


AMMAN, Jordan, April 12 
(AP) — King Hussein was ex- 
pected today to call on Abdel 
Halim Nimr to form a new gov- 
ernment. Nimr is a close asso- 
ciate of Suleiman Nabulsi. 
who was dismissed as premie! 
by the King on Wednesday. 

‘A Cairo dispatch in the 
newspaper Al Messaa said Nimr 
had already been named Pre- 
mier-designate. | 

Nimr was Defense and In- 
terior Minister in Nabulsi's 
cabinet. Forty years old, he is 
described as a strong-willed and 
aggressive politician, but not as 
fiery as Nabulsi. Both belong 
to the National Socialist party. 
Nimr would encounter no diffi- 
culties in forming a cabinet, 
Since the party and _. blocs 
aligned with it could command 


a decisive majority in the 40- 
man Parliament. 
Choosing Nimr to replace 


Nabulsi could mean a compro- 
mise between the palace and 
the National Socialist party. It 
may be a face-saving device. 

Political Cause Obscure. 

Earlier, the King was report- 
ed ready to reappoint Nabulsi, 
but this failed to materialize. 

It is not clear what foreign 
policy Nimr would follow, but 
informed sources say he could 
be expected to carry out the 
policies of Nabulsi and the Na- 
tional Socialist party. 

Nabulsi said he would refuse 
American aid if this required 
him to oppose Communism 
Though he is not a Communist, 
Nabulsi frequently said he 
wants to be friends with Rus- 
sia. His cabinet recently agreed | 
to exchange diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviets. 

Whether Nabulsi would be in- 
cluded in a Government set up 
by Nimr still was not definite 
A source close to Nimr said he 
would not be. Other informants 
said he would be given the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs

“handled.” 

March Figures Not Revealed. 

The railroad, as previously 
reported, incurred a deficit of 
$202,000 in January and $317,- 
000 in February. Dollar fig- 
ures for March were not dis- 
closed. In his letter to the em- 
ployes, Deramus said: “During 
1956 our gross cash dropped 
over $3,500,000. So, we just 


don’t have enough cash or, as 


yet, enough chance to get it, to 
allow us much freedom of ac- 
tion.” 

The. area served by the Katy 
has been hard hit by prolonged 
drouth, the president continued. 
After reviewing the railroad’s 


sneeds for overhaul of loco- | 
motives, replacement of cross- | 
ties, renewal of rails and mod- 


ernization of yard facilities, and 
pointing out that cash reserves 
are inadequate, he said: 

“As a result of all these 
things, major force reductions 
and the transfer or abolition of 
entire offices are necessary. 
This has caused the uprooting 
of many families and even dis- 
tress in some communities. 

“Of course, this is not only 
alarming but disagreeable and 
Biscouraging to all concerned. 
Parsons, Kan., has been one of

‘pn Katy, and we suffer along. 
with them. But Katy dying a 
‘slow death would be of no 
benefit to anyone.’ 

Emphasizing that the task of 
rehabilitating the railroad is not 
a one-man job, Deramus said:

Buck, expressing doubt 
handed Jackson his own poc a 
knife and told him to open 
with the fingers of one hand, as 
the prisoner said he had done 
with his knife outside Wittel’s 
office Jackson flicked the 
blade out with a quick move- 
ment of his fingers 

Jackson said he ran down 
the three flights of stairs after 
the stabbing. He fell near the 
bottom. he said, and believes he 
dropped his knife there. He 
told police he had been fined 
once in police court for stab- 
bing another Negro 

Both Lester and Malcolm 
Wittels were taken to City Hos- 
pital, where Lester was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival. Mal- 
colm was treated for shock and 
hysteria.

It discovered, it said, “a most 
amazing and unprecedented sit- 
uation in that, despite the fact 
that Congress had made sizable 
reductions in the 1957 fiscal 
vear budget for’ the two agen- 
cies, “they pfoceed to estab- 
lish in 1957 over 950 positions 
more than they had requested 
in their 1957 budget presenta- 
tions. 

“These agencies now come 
along and request funds to an- 
nualize these positions in fiscal

The committee said it could 
not understand how the Bureau 
of the Budget “would permit 
such a thing, until it was dis- 
covered that they too had re- 
stored to the same device” on 
a smaller scale. 


New Consular Posts.

Folsom ‘strongly’ recom- 
mended to a Senate Appropria- 
tions subcommittee that it re- 
store part of the reductions the 
House made in his budget re- 
quest of $3,070,602,412. 

Part of the money Folsom 
wants put back in the bill is 
for public assistance grants to 
the states. Funds for that pur- 
pose for the remainder of this 
fiscal year already are tied up 
in a Senate-House deadlock 
over a deficiency appropriation. 
Senator Lister Hill (Dem.), Ala- 
bama. said that unless the dis- 
agreement is resolved soon fed- 
eral funds will not be available 
for grants required by law. 

The House. which wrangled 
for a week over the Health, 
Education and Welfare appro- 
priation, finally voted cuts total- 
ing $98,578,000. Of this reduc- 
tion. $79,400,000 was taken from 
$1,679,400,000 budgeted for pub- 
lic assistance grants 

Folsom noted that these 
grants are made under a match- 
ing formula established by law. 
If the amount approved by the 
House proves insufficient, it will 
have to be increased later.

TOKYO, April 12 ‘(AP)—The 
commander of the United States 
Seventh Fleet said today his 
ships had detected Communist 
submarines “off Formosa” at 
various times. 

V. Adm. Wallace M. Beakley 
said the contacts were “not too 


frequent.” 
“They never take any hostile 
action,” he added. “We've 


never tangled with them.” 

Beakley, speaking at a for- 
eign correspondents’ club lunch- 
eon, also stated 

1. The Soviet Union has 
transferred 15 submarines to 
the Chinese Communists — 
“some of them modern types.” 

2. The Russians have 
boosted their over-all subma- 
rine strength from 400 to 
about 500 About 100 are 
based in the Pacific, at Vladi- 
vostok and other major ports, 

3. The Seventh Fleet, 
which Beakley described as 
“America’s biggest.”” has 107 
ships with a “Sunday punch” 
that can be either “atomic or 
conventional.” 

4. The fleet is free to take 
“any type of action to defend 
ourselves” if attacked, but 
cannot take offensive action 
on its own. 

5. The Communists do not 
have “many bases” for guided 
missiles in the Far East and 
are generally behind the Unit- 
ed States in this field. 

6. Communist air strength 
is greater in the Far East 
than that of the United 
States. 

Beakley did not enlarge on 
the Communist submarine con- 
tacts except to say such con- 
tacts had also been made in the 
Atlantic. 

He gave this comparison of 
Communist and American naval 
strength in the far east: 

About 60 to 70 of the Soviet 
submarines in the area are 
long-range vessels. The. Chi- 
nese Communists in addition to 
their submarines have “less 
than 100” smaller type destroy- | 
er escorts and similar ships, 
plus “about 1500” motorized 
junks. 

The United States Seventh 
Fleet has 48 destroyers, three 
cruisers, three to five carriers, | 
and other’ vessels. Beakley 
made no mention of United 
States submarines. 

American and Japanese naval | 
officials for some months have 
said that Soviet submarine ac- 
tivity was increasing in the Pa- 
cific. This was the first an- 
nouncement, however, that 
American fleet units had made 
contact with any of the Red 
submarines.

BUENOS AIRES, April 12) 
(AP) — Ante Pavelic,. puppet | 
premier of Croatia'in World 
War II, last night charged “the 
Communist Yugoslav legation” 
with attempting to assassinate 
him Wednesday night.

The sum total of the material 
in the Army document bore on 
reports that Norman had at one 
time or another had associations 
with Communist 

Material Not Identified. 

The material in the Army re- 
port came up in executive hear- 
ings of the subcommittee on 
March 12. But when the com- 
mittee on March 14 published 
the transcript of its hearings, 
the verbatim material in the 
Army document, with the clues 
to its origins, was omitted, 

The transcript included tes- 
timony—tfirst aired by the sub- 
committee in 195l1—that Nor- 
man had been a Communist. Its 
publication set off a great wave 
of indignation in Canada against 
the United States 

On March 18, the Canadian 
government had protested to 
the State Department “in the 
strongest terms” against “such 
irresponsible allegations.” It 
pointed out that it had cleared 
Norman in 1951 after an ex- 
haustive investigation. 

There had been speculation 
about the source of the sub- 
committee's information ever 
since the transcript of the 
March 12 hearing was _ pub- 
lished.

ALBANY, N. 
(AP)—The New York State 
Court of Appeals yesterday 
ordered a beach club in the 
Bronx, New York City, to ad- 
mit Negroes. 

The state’s highest court held 
unanimously that the Castle 
Hill Beach Club was a public 
facility and as such must admit 
persons “without regard to 
race, creed, color or national 
origin.” Chief Judge Albert 
Conway wrote in an opinion 
that he was compelled to con- 
clude that the club's closed 
membership corporation was 
formed as “a mere sham de- 
signed to conceal the truly pub- 
lic nature of the enterprise.” 

He said the record supported 
the conclusion “that the crea- 
tion of the membership corpo- 
ration was motivated by appre- 
hension of the possible effect 
which the presence of Negroes 
might have on the _ profit- 
making potential of the recrea- 
tional park.”

Alcorn told the Republican 
leaders they should talk about 
“farm problems, budget prob- 
lems, foreign policy problems 
and all of the other issues of 
national, regional state, or local | 
interest, which will have any 
effective bearing upon the con- 
duct of a successful campaign.” 

President Eisenhower tele- 
phoned to urge the conferees to 
carry their message to “every 
Republican worker and every 
political friend.” He said the

ONLY BOULDER MARKS GRAVE 
OF BRITISH KILLED IN 1775

soldiers of the Revolutionary 
War. 

No memorial ceremonies, no 
rile salutes, no special day hon- 
ors their patriotic service. The 
faded epitaph over the common 
grave somberly denotes: 

“Grave of British killed on 
this, Fisk’s Hill—April 19, 1775.” 

History reveals that the fight 
occurred seven hours after the 
Battle of Lexington. The site 
of the lonely grave was willed 
to Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland in 1936 by a Lexington 
farmer who died that year.

WASHINGTON, April 12 (UP) 
~The Senate. Financing Com- 
mittee vited unanimously today 
to undertake a sweping investi- 
gation of federal tax and credit 
policies. 

The action was announced by 
Chairman Harry F. Byrd (Dem.) 
Virginia 

Senator Robert S. Kerr 
(Dem.), author of the motion, 
said the investigation would 
go into, among other things, 
the cause of the “drastic in- 
crease” in interest rates and 
their effect on the national 
economy 

The proposed inquiry ap- 
peared broad enough to cove! 
the field which President Eisen- 
hower proposed in his January 
State of the Union message. He 
asked Congress to set up a com- 
mission composed of congres- 
sional and presidential appoin- 
tees to make a broad study of 
monetary and fiscal policy. 

Congress, however, has shown 
no interest in the President's 
proposal The House recently 
killed a plan to have a similar 
investigation carried on by its 
banking committee 


Adequate Authority. 

Byrd said the Senate Finance 
Committee already had adequate 
authority and funds to under- 
take its investiagtoin without 
seeking approval of the entire 
Senate 

Kerr's motion called for “a 
complete study of the financial 
condition of the United States,” 
including 

“The revenue, bonded in- 
debtedness and interest rates 
on all public obligations, includ- 
ing contingent liabilities ‘such 
as government-guaranteed loans 
to home-buyers and small busi- 
ness); 

“Policies and procedures em- 
ployed in the management of 
the public debt and the effect 
thereof upon credit, interest 
rates and the national economy 
and welfare, and, 

“Factors which influence the 
availability and distribution of 
credit and interest rates there- 
on as they may apply to public 
and private debt.” 

Kerr's proposal grew out of 
an earlier ane by Senator Al- 
bert Gore (Dem.), Tennessee, 
who had proposed an inquiry by 
a House-Senate committee. 

Start Hinges on Staff. 

Byrd said the study would 
get under way as seon as the 
committee hires a staff. He said 
that Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey and other 
government policy - makers 
would be called for questioning. 

Kerr said the investigation 
would show the cost of higher 
interest rates to federal, state 
and local governments and to 
business and individuals. 

Senator Edward Martin (Rep.)

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Tax Laws 
Creating 
Patterns 


NEW YORK, N.Y.—Are fed- 

eral tax laws casuing a new pat- 
tern of landlordism and long 
term leases, instead of sales, in 
the large rural tracts being 
opened for industrial and resi- 
dential development through 
construction of the federal high- 
Way system and moder state 
thruways’ 
This possibility is discussed 
the April issue of Archi- 
tectural Forum in reporting the 
recent decision of Union Car- 
bide and Carbon to build a 
large nuclear research center 
near Tuxedo Park, N.Y., about 
40 miles northwest of New York 
City. 

The site for this “science 
center,” consisting of several 
hundred acres in the immense 
27 square mile Sterling Forest 
tract owned by the City Invest- 
ing Co., headed by New York 
realtor-developer Robert W. 
Dowling, is being leased for 100 
years by Union Carbide & Car- 
ben, the magazine reports. In 
the offing, it adds, is a second 
deal involving another giant 
corporation to establish a re- 
search “campus” around a lake 
in its own Sterling Forest “‘sci- 
ence valley,’ which would also 
involve land leasing, rather than 
puagchasing. 

Indicating a Trend. 

Commenting on the signifi- 
cance of such deals, insofar as 
they suggest that the tax laws 
may be laying the foundation 
for a new pattern of widespread 
leasing instead of selling of 
newly developed land in the 
future, Forum Says: 

“Without knowing the exact 
provisions of. land leases at 
Sterling Forest, independent ob- 
servers felt, nevertheless, that 
they probably indicated a trend: 
federal tax law exercising a 
major influence in procedures 
to be used in developing some 
of the large tracts being opened 
for development as a result of 
state thruway and federal high- 
way programs. 

“Subdividing, even into very 
large pieces, might make the 
profits from such land improve- 
ment projects subject to reg- 
ular income tax levies, (giving 
the United States treasury 
windfalls as high as 52 per cent 
on the increment in land value), 
rather than less onerous capital 
gains taxes. 

“Leasehold development 
seems to offer some tax defer- 
ral relief. And, if the investor 
can leave his improvement in- 
crement profit in the property 
Jong enough, he can still sell 
the fee more advantageously 
years later, when income taxes 
might be considerably lower. 
In the interim, of course, he 
also might get out some of his 
money by mortgaging the lease- 
hold. based on its improved, 
higher value.” 


Scientists, Stenographers. 

Dowlings decision to exclude 
all industry from this large 
tract, despite its choice loca- 
tion adjoining the New York 
State Thruway, and to develop 
it exclusively as a $100,000,000 
“siant research park,” restricted 
to laboratories, and housing 
and community facilities for its 
scientists and technicians, is 
also explained by Forum. 

“The nations big corporations 
have found that they need to 
locate their headquarters in 
mid-Manhattan to be near each 
ether and to keep their city- 
loving employes satisfied,” says 
Forum. “Similarly, according to 
Dowling, they have learned 
that they need to locate their 
research facilities within easy 
reach of headquarters, and that 
they also all gain by locating 
their facilities near each other 
Their scientists, they have 
found, are something like their 
stenographers; they are unwill- 
ing to move out of reach of all 
the cultural and other advan- 
tages of New York, although 
willing to live and work on its 
more rustic periphery.”

Home Owner 
In a Secure . 


Credit Spot 


By ROBERT F. COLL 

Washington, D.C.—(UP)—The 
home owner is in a_ secure 
credit position today despite the 
ravages of “tight money” on 
the building industry. 

The reason is the home im- 
provement loan program. At the 
height of the credit shortage 
there was plenty of loan money 
for home improvements. 

There are several types of 
loans which can be obtained 
from banks and building and 
loan associations. Perhaps the 
most popular is the loan 
through the ‘‘open-end” mort- 
gage which is the common form 
of note since World War ll. 

Under this plan the home 
owner can either increase his 
monthly payments or the length 
of time he will take to pay 
off his present mortgage in ex- 
change for an improvement loan. 

The advantages are many and 
obvious. Improvement money is 
provided when the home owner 
may not be financially able to 
take on a new note—usually at 
the same rate of interest he is 
paying on his mortgage. 

Government housing experts 
have estimated 70 per cent of 
the mortgages writen today 
have the open-end provision, 
but prospective buyers should 
make sure their mortgages in- 
clude it. 

Next most popular improve- 
ment loan is the government- 
backed, FHA “Title 1” loan un- 
der which the owner of a single 
home can borrow up to $3500 
for.a little over three years to 
repair or renovate his house. 

Veterans have another altern- 
ative through the G.I. mort- 
gage plan under which they may 
set aside a part of the govern- 
ment-backed loan for improve- 
ments. This loan is easiest to 
obtain and carries a low in- 
terest rate. 

The home owner may supply 
an improvement loan to many 
changes that will enhance his 
home’s life, value and comfort.

TARBUT, Pakistan, April 12 | 


tribesman who says he killed 
Mrs. Anita Carroll, pleaded | 
with foreign correspondents to 
“shoot me now” rather than let 
him be turned back to his 
countrymen for punishment. 

The 47-year-old eldest broth- 
er of the notorious Shahs who 
haye robbed, pillaged and mur- 
dered for 15 years was a sorry 
sight. 

He says he shot Mrs. Carroll 
in the back when she tried to 
flee from the blood-spattered 
jeep containing the bullet-rid- 
den bodies pf her husband, 
Kevin, Brewster A. Wilson and 
two Iranians. 

I interviewed Ahmed Wednes- 
day in the mud-thatched village 

_ of Tarbut while the weeping 
women and children of the 
Shah tribe chanted in the back- 
ground. 

Weary from traveling by foot 
over 250 miles in 10 or 11 days 
on some of the worst terrain 
in the subcontinent, Ahmed was 
frightened. 

Prisoners in Compound. 

This oasis is the capital of the 
Mekran frontiersmen. The gray- | 
clad and very proud frontier | 


militia patroled the  sun- 
scorched compound where 
Ahmed, 15 women and three 


young boys wait their fate. 

That fate is almost certain to 
be death before an _ Iranian 
firmg squad. Iran announced 
Pakistan agreed to return the 
bandit gang for trial, and one 
announcement said prematurely 
the group already had entered 
Iran. 

Some of the women and chil- 
dren bore gunshot wounds from 
the chase by Iranian police or 
the fight in which they were 
captured by the Pakistani 
frontiersmen.

Ahmed 
said the occupants of the car 
were taken completely by sur- 
prise and did not fire back. 

When movement near the ve- 
hicle stopped, the tribesmen 
stopped shooting, he said. 

Suddenly, he said, a figure 
jumped out of the@ehicle and 
started running. 
fired at about 400 yards, hit- 
ting the running figure in the 
middle of the back,” Ahmed 
said through an interpreter.

“When I fired, the tribe 
again opened up, pouring count- 
less bullets into the body.

As T.E.A.M. Sees a Bill 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In the matter of licensing tele- 
vision technicians, Representative 
Robert Young and T.E.S.A., the Mis- 
sour Licensing Committee, would 
seem to mislead the public in recent 
letters to the editor. 

Let House Bill 424 speak for it- 
self. Sec. 5.1. reads, “No person 
shall be allowed to repair, service, 
maintain or install radio and tele- 
vision equipment in the state of 
Missouri or service a piece of elec- 
tfonic equipment, when such work 
is done with or without the consent 
of the owner, except when licensed 
under provisions of this act.” 

- Also Sec. 6.1. reads, “The owner 
@ any radio, television or electronic 
equipment who ships or causes to be 
shipped any radio, television or elec- 
tronic equipment outside the state 
of Missouri and returned to within 
the confines of the state of Missouri 
with the intent of avoiding the pro- 
visions of this act, will be subject to 
a fine of up to five hundred dollars 
for each separate violation.” 

’' This would prohibit shipping a 
set to the factory for repair. 

Licensing Committee, T.E.S.A. of 
Missouri bleeds profusely for the 
protection of the public in its letter 
to the Post-Dispatch, but look how 
they tell it in their own paper 
“TESA News” of April 1957: 

“TESA Mo. Introduces License 
Bill—Opponents say there. is no 
need for such a law, and no reason 
for alarm, then why are so many 
bills being introduced nationally? 

“What is wrong? The reason is 
that fifty per cent of the service 
companies in the greater St. Louis 
area are operating at a deficit, also 
Government statistics show that ap- 
pliance and television service com- 
panies rank third in the bankruptcy 
class. 

“The time has come for all large 
and small shop owners to band to- 
gether and fight for a decent living 
and a decent work week.” 

So they want to protect the pub- 
lic? May I add this quote from a 
Post-Dispatch editorial of Mar. 20, 
“Let Competition Decide”: “It is no 
part of the system of free private 
enterprise to throw the weight of 
the law into the scales in what is 
purely an economic contest for a 
market.” 

To this T.F.A.M. and I can only

Better Than an Apology 


Canadian officials must be taking a certain 
grim satisfaction in the orgy of buck-passing 
that has developed in Washington over the 
suicide of Canada’s Ambassador to Egypt, F 
Herbert Norman. 

Senators Eastland and Jenner, who with Rob- 
ert Morris of the Senate Internal Security Com- 
mittee staff were responsible for publication of 
reports about Mr. Norman's alleged past, are 
now generously trying to share that responsi- 
bility with the FBI and the State Department. 

The State Department indignantly denies that 
it gave any security information on Mr. Norman 
to the committee, or that it approved the pub- 
lication of the transcript. However, it does seem 
to be true that a State Department official, not 
of the top tier, approved something. There is 
confusion as to just what. 

Finally, President Eisenhower, in trying to 
quell Canada’s well justified anger, falls back 
on the separation of powers. The Executive 
branch just cannot do anything about the Legis- 
lative branch, he tells Ottawa; but Canada knows 
all about the separation of powers, and is still 
angry. Fair-minded people cannot blame Canada. 

The Canadian protest does not rest upon the 
truth or falsity of the old charges which the 
subcommittee raked up about Mr. Norman 
having been a Communist or a fellow traveler 
in his student days nearly 20 years ago. After 
its own investigation, the Canadian government 
did clear Mr. Norman. But what {fs more to the 
point, Canada as a free and sovereign nation 
feels that it does not have to submit to having 
the loyalty of its own civil servants investigated 
by a committee of the United States Congress. 
And again, Canada cannot be blamed for taking 
a stand this country would certainly insist on 
if the roles were reversed 

There are, in sum, limits to the proper scope 
of congressional investigation, and limits to the 
proper use of the power of publicity which con- 
gressional committees enjoy. It is characteristic 
of such men as Senators Eastland and Jenner 
and Mr. Morris that they do not know where the 
limits are. They are willing to do almost any- 
thing for a line in the papers. 

But we imagine they will handle Canadian 
diplomats a little more carefully in the future. 
Their scramble to get out of the line of fire 
ought to convince Ottawa more than all the 
apologies that the United States admits it was 
wrong, and is sorry for it.

The Soviet Government has been reasonably 
diligent in keeping its economic commitments 
with other nations, but is obviously under no 
compunction to do so with its own people. The 
Kremlin has just announced that it will pay 
neither principal nor interest in the next 20 or 
25 years on 260 billion rubles lent to it by 
Russian citizens. This comes close to compound- 
ing forced loans with confiscation, but Nikita 
Khrushchev has a glib explanation for it. Antic- 
ipating skepticism at home and abroad, he said: 


The capitalist merchant who would cut 
his father’s throat for one half per cent 
of profit will never understand the soul of 
the Soviet people. He will never believe 
vou are doing this of your own free will. 
He will read the papers and say they have 
intimidated the workers and peasants into 
accepting this measure.

For Training City Nurses 

The request for a $57,400 increase in funds 
for teacher nurses in the city’s hospitals is one 
of the most important items before the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. This would 
bring the total for this purpose to $101,949; 
but it also would make possible the doubling 
of the City Hospital nursing school's enroll- 
ment. And Dr. Cyril Costello explains that if 
more teachers are not recruited, the school “is 
likely not to be existing in another year.” 

If voted, the appropriation should permit the 
enrollment of 300 full-time student nurses. At 
present, the hospitals have only 102 full-time 
students and 140 part-time affiliates. Here it 
should be kept in mind that it is much easier 
for a hospital to retain its student nurses when 
they graduate than it is to recruit nurses from 
other institutions. A note of uncertainty is 
introduced by the fact that, while the city hos- 
pitals raised pay for beginners to $287 a month 
last July, most other hospitals are paying $300 
a month or more. This, however, is an economic 
fact which the city must face. It cannot hope 
to enlist competent employes if it pays less than 
the “going scale,” especially where demand is 
as heavy as it is in nursing. Incidentally, the 
training of more nurses is the only way out of 
this shortage. 

Investigations by both an aldermanie group 
and a committee of private hospital experts 
have shown that the lack of nurses is a major 
factor in the present unsatisfactory municipal 
hospital situation. So the Board of Estimate 
and the Aldermen, too, should follow Mayor 
Tucker in his declaration that the city “wants 
to see that the patients are adequately taken 
care \of—-that’s the prime consideration.” And 
that means More nurses.

It is really remarkable to see how people's 
finer sensibilities work, and we are always 
particularly edified when a nice restraint in 
sparing someone the noise of a popgun results 
in letting off the resonant boom of a cannon. 
Such an occasion oecurred, it seems to us, the 
other evening in the Salon of the Caryatids in 
the Louvre, when President Coty of France was 
host at a dinner to Queen Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip of England.

pieces of news concerning the diplomatic service 
which involve the senior Republican of the 
Senate, Styles Bridges of New a a 

The first is the announcement by Senator 
Bridges of a fight against President Elisen- 
hower’s nomination of Charles E. Bohlen to be 
the United States Ambassador to the Philip- 
pines. The second is the appointment by the 

President of Scott McLeod to Ireland. 

Just four years ago, Senator Bridges, in com- 
pany with Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin and 
other G.O.P. obstructionists, managed to hold 
up for weeks President Eisenhower's appoint- 
ment of Mr. Bohlen to be Ambassador to Soviet 
Russia. All the basis the fight had was that 
Mr. Bohlen, one of the few United States diplo- 
mats fluent in the Russian language, had been 
interpreter for Franklin D. Roosevelt at.the 
Yalta conference. 

After a long and bitter fight, the Senate con- 
firmed Mr. Bohlen, 74 to 13, with the G.O.P. 
furnishing 11 of the Nay votes. Surely there 
will not be that many opposition votes now to 
the assignment in Manila. Charles E. Bohlen 
is one of the ablest of our foreign service men 
and what purpose will be served by the Bridges 
fight against him only the senior G.O.P. Sena- 
tor himself can explain. 

If Senator Bridges wants to oppose a diplo- 
matic appointment, he would have a far befter 
case against Scott McLeod who ought not to be 
sent to Ireland or anywhere else as this nation’s 
official representative. 

Mr. McLeod is the former assistant to Sena- 
tor Bridges who became security officer in the 
State Department. In that key post he held a 
virtual veto over diplomatic personnel. Able 
members of the foreign service were harassed 
and morale in the overseas assignments was 
damaged. He was widely believed to have been 
Senator McCarthy's pipeline to the State De- 
partment and a case could be made for the 
proposition that he was even more powerful 
than Secretary Dulles. 

In immigration affairs he was identified with 
the restrictionist advocates and in his hands the 
refugee program bogged down for months. 

Getting Scott McLeod out of the State De- 
partment is a most desirable accomplishment 
on the part of President Eisenhower, even at 
this late date. But it is unfair to Ireland to un- 
load him there even temporarily. 
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Start of the Spradling Act 

Now that the Spradling Act has gone into 
effect, and state inspections are to start in St. 
Louis county within two weeks, nursing-home 
operators might well be spending that interim 
putting their houses in the best order they can.

For, as many deficiencies as 
there are in the total picture, the No. 1 defi- 
ciency is in facts, the necessary point of depar- 
ture for planning, financing and building. Let 
us resOlve that six months from now—a year 
from now—we,shall know much more than we 
do about what we have to work with in the Mis- 
souri nursing-home field, and what we require. 
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The Big Bomber Chief Steps Up 


There is more than meets the eye in the 
brief three-line announcement from the Penta- 
gon that Gen. Curtis LeMay is being moved 
up to Air Force deputy chief of staff. 

Since 1948 the stocky, grim-faced, cigar- 
smoking airman has led the powerful Strategic 
Air Command. No doubt it took much persua- 
sion to get this energetic 50-year-old general 
to leave the big bomber group that is often 
termed an unbelievable piece of insurance 
against attack. It may be that, as sometimes 
reported, he agreed to leave SAC only after 
being allowed to name his as yet undisclosed 
successor. 

The four-star general, who has fever made 
any bones about preferring field soldiering to 
an office in Washington, has almost climaxed 
his career, which included a brilliant World 
War II record, in making SAC the most power- 
ful military force on earth. He dedicated him- 
self to his 2000 planes and 180,000 men who 
man bases strewn around the world. Congres- 
sional committees repeatedly have been favor- 
ably impressed as he testified in blunt, harsh 
language to support his demands for improve- 
ments in the long-range striking force. 

It is only natural that there should be some 
wonder as to whether other branches of the 
Air Force, such as the tactical air command, 
may be far less important to Gen. LeMay than 
the SAC. This promotion of the flier who be- 
lieves so intensely in the big bomber and mas- 
sive retaliation is another indication of the 
extent to which Pentagon defense policy is now 
based on nuclear weapons. Thus it is both a 
reassurance and a warning as to what the 
future may hold in the event of war.

Stull a Good Juvenile Code 

The new juvenile code which the Judiciary 
Committee has just sent to the Missouri Senate 
represents a worthwhile advance from the exist- 
ing laws. It embodies some compromises, but 
they are compromises of method, not of funda- 
metal objective. If the differences of opinion 
they répresent had not been compromised, they 
might have prevented passage of the code. 

We hope that opinion from all the quarters 
concerned is now sufficiently settled behind this 
bill to insure its passage. The code achieves 
two good results. It brings together in one co- 
herent whole a body of laws now scattered 
about the statute books. And it reorients Mis- 
souri’s purpose towards its wayward children 
more firmly in the direction of humane rehabil- 
itation and away from primitive revenge. 

In these days of increasing juvenile crime 
nationally, Missouri needs the advantage of this 
improved instrument for helping its boys and 
girls to grow up into useful citizens.

The discussion President Eisenhower 
has invited of what to do in the event 
of a presidential disability will not be 
an easy one to conclude because of the 
special nature of the presidential of- 
fice in the United States. 


Similar problems can be, and have 
beén, resolved where the head of state 
is a limited constitutional monarch as 
in Britain or a ceremonial presiding of- 
ficer as in France. In such cases the 
problem is not com- 
plicated by any se- 
rious question of 
the temporary ex- 
ercise of the exec- 
utive authority. 

Neither the Sov- 
ereign in Britain 
nor the President 
in France is the ex- 
ecutive magistrate. 
The executive pow- 
er resides in the 
office of Prime 
Minister and can 
always be dele- 
gated or trans- 
ferred by the ac- _ 
tion of the Legislature as circumstances 
may indicate. 

But in the United States the Presi- 
dent is both ceremonial head of state 
and actual head of government. His 
position can be described most accu- 
rately as that of an elective king, and 
the problem of any delegation of his 
authority during his term of office 
involves the delegation pot only of his 
ceremonial functions but also of con- 
trol over the policies of government. 

History is replete with evidence of 
the difficulties of this problem. It is 
difficult primarily because no two men 
ever have precisely the same views 
about the direction of national policy. 


If the executive authority: is dele- 
gated for what is presumably a tem- 
porary period to one other person 
there is, of necessity, some change in 
the emphasis and direction of policy. 
This is always undesirable, for at the 
least it produces some uncertainty and 
at most it can lead to a reversal of poli- 
cy, which is again reversed if and 
when the President regains his consti- 
tutional ability. 


This potential double reversal of 
policy is the reason why President 
Eisenhower's tentative proposals for 
dealing with the problem have met 
with instant expressions of distaste in 
the Congress on both sides of the party 
aisle. Senator William F. Knowland 
(Rep.), of California, likes it no better 
than Speaker Sam Rayburn (Dem.), of 
Texas. They dislike it because if it 
were applied tomorrow, for example, it 
would give the country a temporary 
Nixon administration in the middle of 
an Eisenhower Administration. 

A Nixon administration would be 
one thing; but a temporary Nixon ad-

ministration in the middle of an Eisen- 
hower Administration is another thing. 

The objection is not per se to Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon or to the 
policies he possibly would pursue were 
he to become temporary or acting Pres- 
ident, but to the fact that his tempo- 
rary accession to the Presidency would 
give him an advantage over members 
of his own party who intend to chal- 
lenge him to the elected succession 
three years trom now. 

Also, while he exercised the execu 
tive authority he could institute changes 
which would be changed again when 
Mr. Eisenhower resumed his authority. 


Mr. Eisenhower has proposed that in 
the event of a presidential disability 
the presidential powers should be dele- 
gated to the Vice President. There 
has been much discussion over who is 
to determine the existence of a disa- 
bility. Mr. Eisenhower proposes fo re- 
solve this by the decision of the Presi- 
dent himself, if he is able to make it, 
or by a majority of the Cabinet in the 
event that he is not able to make it— 
for example, in the event of the cap- 
ture of the President in time of war. 


The problem of deciding on the per- 
son of persons to make the finding of 
disability is a knotty one, but the real 
question which comes first is whether 
there should be a delegation either to 
the Vice President or anyone else. 


There never has been such a dele- 
gation in the 168 years of United States 
history, although there have been four 
cases when events raised the possibility 
—the illnesses of Garfield and Wilson 
and the two of President Eisenhower. 
The record of the four cases makes it 
quite clear that in no case was there a 
consensus among high officials of gov- 
ernment that matters would be im- 
proved by a delegation of presidential 
authority to the Vice President so long 
as the President lived. 

In each of the four cases what 
amounted to an informal council of 
state came into being. The question 
now is whether this was preferable to 
the alternative of a delegation of au- 
thority to the Vice President, because 
it involved less. possibility of the 
change. 

The argument runs that the mem- 
bers of the President's own personal 
and official family do their utmost to 
maintain things as they are in order 
to protect the President's personal pol- 
icies with which they are familiar. They 
have a stake in avoiding change. A 
Vice President, taking over temporarily, 
could have a stake in change. 

The question of how to determine 
presidential disability is subordinate 
and secondary to the question of 
whether there should be a delegation. 
It is irrelevant unless there is first a 
general agreement that a delegation, in 
case of disability, is desirable. There 
is as yet no such general agreement— 
nor, it seems, is there likely to be. 


The Voteless Redmen

The statute in question, adopted in 
1897, provides that no person living on 
an Indian reservation in Utah shall be 
considered a resident for voting pur- 
poses unless he can show he had lived 
in some Utah county before he became 
a resident on the reservation. 

The Indians claim this denies them 
rights guaranteed by the Constitution. 
That seems clear. “All persons born 
or naturalized and subject to its juris- 
diction are citizens of the state in which 
they reside,” the Constitution says 
There can be no question about Indans 
being citizens.

Congress is apportioned among the 
states according to population, “exclud- 
ing Indians not taxed.” But the Consti- 
tution provides that “When the right to 
vote at any election ... is denied to any 
of the male inhabitants of such state, 
being 21 years of age, or in any way 


abridged, except for participation in re-\ 


bellion, or other crime, the basis of rep- 
resentation therein shall be reduced in 
the proportion which the number of 
such male citizens shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens 21 years’ 
of age in such state.” 


It may be that many of the Indians 
are not interested in voting. But that 
is no reason for denying this privilege 
to any one who wants to vote. And it 
was the Government which settled the 
Indians on reservations,

Symbolists and Singers 


SELECTED WRITINGS OF JULES LA-

Although their names are unknown 
in the book club circuits—Laforgue, 
Mallarme and Perse—they are impor- 
tant to us because they are among the 
half dozen French poets whose work 
has deeply influenced American verse 
during the last 40 years. These books 
are important, too, because they bring 
into our language interesting new work 
not previously translated. 

Jules Laforgue died 70 years ago at the 
age of 27. Until 1953, when the first 
full-length biography of him in English 
appeared, he was still a legend: a poet 
T.:S. Eliot had borrowed from, or 
Pound and Hart Crane had imitated. 
Now a St. Louisan, William Jay Smith, 
gives us the first really substantial 
selection of Laforgue’s writing in Eng- 
lish translation:, poems, tales, criticism, 
descriptive essays and letters.

Naturally, such a variety of.writing 
does not emigrate with perfect ‘$u¢cess. 
Laforgue has a style so full of puns 
and idioms that he ought to be-trans- 
lated by a committee. But by-sheer 
interest and patience, Smith.dees a 
superior one-man job. The pfose be- 
comes fluent, readable and manv of 
the poems are transformed into fine 
poetry in our language. This volume 
itself is a high tribute to Laforgue 
who died with little recognition. Smith 
does succeed, as he intends, “‘to give 
meaning to a name and life to’a man.” 

Mallarme, dead for 60 years, has also 
enjoyed a postwar revival among crit- 
ics who see his influence on sucly poets 
as Wallace Stevens and Allé#: Tate. 
Like Laforgue, he was a symbotist, in 
fact the recognized leader of the ’gchool, 
but his obsession with symbolic values 
and purity of language set him apart 
from any writer before or sisite his 
time. “Un Coup de Des” was his final, 
supreme effort to break poetic conven- 
tion and was published in a magazine 
shortly before his death. 

Its full title is “Un Coup dé Dés 


Jamais N’Abolira le Hasard” (“A 
Throw of Dice Never Will Abolish 
Chance"), These words, spread at in- 


tervals through the poem in bold cap- 
itals, introduce four themes and are 
separaied by lesser themes printed in 
small capitals and lower case.

Yet the poem is more than.a typo- 
graphical oddity. Both thé French and 
English texts are printed exactly as 
Mallarme would have wanted, and the 
philosophic “‘message”.is clarified by 
Miss Aldan’'s note and her translation 
of the author’s original preface. 

St. John Perse (pen name of Alexis 
Leger) is now 70 and lives in Wash 
ington, D.C., in semi-retirement after 
a distinguished career in the French 
diplomatic service. His ‘“Eloges” 
(“Praises”) were first published in 
1911 and contain some of his earliest 
verse. This edition, to which one new 
poem has been added, has the French 
and English on facing pages.

If there is no adequate de- 
fense, then there is no security 
except the prevention of nuclear 
war by deterrence on the one 
hand and by diplomacy on the 
other.

ASKETBALL rougher 
Bihan boxing? Jersey Joe 
Walcott, former world 
heavyweight champion, made 
a wry face at the question. 


“Oh, I wouldn't say that; 
you get a lot of help in bas- 
ketball but a boxing ring is 
the lonesomest place in the 
world,” he answered. “There's 
nobody to help you but your- 
self and for goodness sake 
dont get tired.” 

Walcott, here to referee a 
wrestling match at the Audi- 
torium tonight, was watching 


the Hawks beat the Boston 
Celtics and, between shots, 
talked of his days in the ring. 
And they were many, from 
1930 until 1953, with some 
intervals of retirement in 
between. 

Now he's finished Ilas 
been since Rocky Marciano 
knocked him out in a round 
in Chicago on May 15, 1953. 
He owns a gasoline station 
and motel near Camden, N.J.. 
and has a job with the 
police department of that 
city, helping to combat ju- 
venile crime. In the winter 
he referees three or four 


wrestling matches a week. 

Would he advise young 
men to go into professional 
boxing’? 

Walcott hesitated a 
ment, frowned and replied: 

“Il think every youngster 
should do some boxing. He 
should learn the art of self- 
defense. I would not advise 
a professional boxing career. 
A youngster should get a 
good education, go to college. 
That comes first. 

“Boxing, professionally, is 
largely a matter of physical 
condition. And today the 
youngsters do not train prop- 
erly. There are too many 
distractions.” 

Joe doesn't bear 
marks of the ring. He has a 
few scars around his eyes, 
and that’s about all. 


Big Moment in ’47. 
OST of Walcott’s big mo- 
M ments came near the end 
of his career, beginning 
Dec. 5, 1947, when he startled 
the boxing world by going 15 
rounds with Joe Louis in a 
title match in Madison Square 
Garden. And he won the bout 
on the cards of Referee Ruby 
yoldstein and many of the 
boxing writers at ringside. 
He floored Louis a couple 
of times in that match, some- 
thing which few had accom- 
plished up to that point, and 
appeared to have the decision 
wrapped up at the end of 12

tions from his corner, he 
*“tin-canned” it for the last 


three rounds and that caused 
the two judges to vote against 
him. 

“That fight was my great- 


est thrill in boxing,’ Walcott 
recalled.

But Rocky 
saw an opening at the start of 
the thirteenth and threw one 
of the most crushing right- 
hand punches to Walcott’s jaw 
which any fighter ever de- 
livered. 

Walcott was knocked out. 
The following year Marciano 
duplicated the feat in one 
round instead of 13 and thus 
ended the career of one of 
the most remarkable heavy- 
weights boxing has seen 

Joe talked of all these 
things, sitting in a ringside 
seat at the basketball game, 
and laughed over the memo- 
ries which the conversation 
produced.

ETERGENT is a word that 
D has crept into the vocabu- 

lary in recent years. You 
may believe it has been coined 
to describe a cleansing agent 
other than soap. It actually has 
a broader meaning. 

The American Dental Asso- 
ciation lists fresh fruits and 
vegetables all as detergent 
foods. Eating such foods as 
raw celery and carrots, as well 
as fresh apples, oranges and 
other fruits, helps remove de- 
posits of softer foods from the 
teeth. 


Of course, the reason we like 
raw vegetables that we class as 
relishes is their crisp texture 
and flavor. We may use them 
4s ingredients for salad, but 
more likely we serve them in 
strips during a meal or before 
as an appetizer, accompanied by 
a savory dip. 

One of the favorite relishes 
is stuffed celery. The filling 
may be a well-seasoned cream 
cheese or a combination of 
cream cheese and Roquefort or 
of other highly seasoned prod- 
ucts. Perhaps you have noticed 
when stuffed celery is” passed 
with other relishes, it seems t 
be the first choice. 


We no longer judge celery 
by the shade of the stalks. 
White and bleached was once 
upon a time the standard. That 
was before the Pascal type 
celery was on the market. Now, 
practically every stalk is tender 
enough to be used. Occasion- 
ally the outer stalks of the 
bunch may need to have some 
of their “strings” removed. 

Stuffed Celery 1. 

Blend equal parts of cream 
cheese and Roquefort or blue 
cheese. Soften, if necessary, 
with a little milk or cream. Cut 
celery into three-inch portions 
and stuff each piece with the 
mixture. 


Stuffed Celery 2. 

One three-ounce package 
cream cheese. One tablespoon 
milk. Four slices crisped bacon. 
crumbled. One-half teaspoon 
grated onion. One egg, hard- 
cooked, chopped. One-fourth 
teaspoon salt. 12 small celery 
stalks. 

Cream the cheese and milk 
together, then add remining in- 
gredients. Use for stuffing 
celery. Yield: Enough for 12 
small stalks.

_ “FEAR STRIKES OUT” at the MIS- 
SOURI THEATER opens with the young 
Piersall being shaped to fit the shattered 
dream his dominating father had fashioned 
unsuccessfully for himself. The scene 
constantly changes—from rugged regi- 
mented backyard practice sessions, to high 
school diamond, and finally minor and 
major league ballparks. Only the ceaseless paternal drive 
remains fixed, with the iron-fisted Karl Malden signaling 
every move for his son, then damning each new athletic 
triumph with faint praise or less. 


By the time he earns a spot on the Boston roster, the 
young rookie already is threading the twilight. zone of a 
nervous collapse. Anthony Perkins, one of Hollywood's 
outstanding young stars, is superb in his characterization 
of the Red Sox outfielder, scoring some of his best and 
most horrifying scenes as he depicts Piersall hovering at 
the line that separates the sane from the less fortunate 
brethern. But this is splitting hairs, for Perkins renders 
an engaging performance whether he finds himself going 
through mad antics on the field, sitting through psychiatric 
sessions at the mental hospital or living in the world of 
reality amid his family. 

The sensitive portrayal is enhanced immensely by a 
competent supporting cast that includes Malden as the 
misguided taskmaster, Norma Moore in the role of a sympa- 
thetic wife, Adam Williams as the understanding psychiatrist 
who aids the patient toward recovery, and Perry Wilson as 
Jim’s ailing mother. 


The movie places blame for Piersall’s collapse squarely 
on his father, but happliy it avoids the temptation to beat 
this theme into the ground, permitting only the older man’s 
actions to speak for themselves. And the ballplayer comes 
to a similar conclusion, but he also admits that without the 
near-fatal push from his dad the climb to the majors never 
would have been accomplished. 


Once Upon An Island 


One man, one woman, one island; and any way you 
film it, it still adds up to one old, tired story. However, 
“HEAVEN KNOWS, MR. ALLISON” at the FOX THEATER 
does manage to come up with one variant—the woman, 
Deborah Kerr, is a nun. 

Principal No. 2 is a Marine, in the 
person of Robert Mitchum. Washed ashore 
a Pacific island in a rubber liferaft during 
World War II, the corporal, instead of en- 
countering Japanese troops finds only 
Sister Angela. First an air raid, then a 
landing by the Japanese complicate the 
fight for survival, as nun and Marine take refuge in a cave. 
But even now, Mitchum’s style is cramped but little as he 
scampers about the encampment in some adroit one-man 
sorties, taking both food and blankets from the foe. 

Once the enemy departs, the ensuing calm is broken 
anew as the sister discourages the sake-saturated Marine's 
temptations of the flesh. 


Occasionally, Miss Kerr is permitted to break through 


* the insipid dialogue that permeates the outset of the movie. 


In one such exchange she attempts to explain why a pretty 
girl might consider being a nun as her calling. But all 
Mitchum can add to the conversation in a half-hearted nod 
of confusion. 


The CinemaScope color production, directed by John 
Huston, captures some of the scenic beauty of Tobago, 
B.W.I., where the story, based on the novel by Charles 
Shaw, was filmed. But no such luck for Deborah and 
Robert. They simply fit the Hollywood mold: one protray- 
ing a nun who can rough it for most of the picture without 
soiling her white habit, the other a common ordinary serv- 


iceman-superman.

HERE’S something you ought to write in your col- 
umn—but fast!” a friend said. “You've been giving 
us laymen some good advice. It's time you realized 
that members of your own profession could use some too. 
I think that doctors don’t 
realize just how much 
their attitudes affect their 
patients. 

“Let me tell you what 
has happened while you 
were out of town. I’ve had 
a little infection in my 
bladder due to what my 
doctor called prostatitis. 
He explained it to me pa- 
tinently, told me I had 
nothing to be concerned 
about and put me on some 
antibiotics. He was vaca- 
tion-bound and turned me

over to his associate. 


“What a difference in medical men. This doctor exam- 
ined my urine and said that he had never seen so much 
pus in a specimen. Then he examined my prostate and 

* shook his head and said that my condition would never 
clear up without an operation.

I asked 
him if he meant I had something incurable like cancer. 
And he looked at me as if I were a hopeless case and said 
that it was possible. 


“You can imagine how nervous I got. I could barely 
hold out until my first doctor returned from vacation. | 
told him the story. He re-examined me and said that he 
had not changed his mind about my condition. As for can- 
cer, there was no indication of it at all.”

THE FRIEND CONTINUED: “I asked him how that 
all tied in with what his own associate had said. He ex- 
plained it by saying that the other doctor was an extremely 
able man who had a bad habit of thinking out loud and 
telling the patient about all the dire possibilities even 
though they were unlikely. 

“I dare you to print all this in your column,” said my 
friend. “I know how you doctors stick together. If you 
can’t say anything good about them, you won't say any- 
thing, at all!”

Work of Variety Clubs —St. Louis ‘Tent’ 
Using Funds to Aid City's Day Care 
Centers—Picked Up $40,000 Mortgage

HEN a young Pittsburgh 

mother 29 years ago de- 

spaired of caring for her 
baby and left it in a darkened 
theater with a pleading note, 
she inadvertently was insuring 
a happier start in life for hun- 
dreds of St. Louis children. 


That's because the helpless 
foundling, a tiny girl, led to the 
creation of Variety Clubs, In- 
ternational, and the Variety 
Clubs, as a result, quite natur- 
ally accepted work with chil- 
dren as their philanthropic proj- 
ect. In St. Louis, home of “Tent 
No. 4,” that philanthrophy is 
carried out through aid to day 
care centers, established to 
serve children whose mothers 
are working or, for any other 
reason, cannot give them proper 
and adequate care. 


Thus far, the organization 
has assumed a $40,000 mort- 
gage for South Side Day 
Nursery, 2930 Iowa street; has 
provided playground equipment 
for others and has financed, at 
a cost of $13,500, the case work 
services for four of the day 
care agencies in the city. This 
makes possible more thorough 
investigation into the need or 
eligibility of applicants and 
more intensive work with the 
children’s families, since often 
a far more significant problem 
than the parents’ absence af- 
fects the home situation and 
the child's development. 

The story of that phflanthro- 
phy, and of the Variety Clubs 
themselves, goes back to Christ- 
mas Eve, 1928, when the man- 
ager of the Sheridan Square

Theater in Pittsburgh found the 


abandoned infant and a note: 

“Please take care of my baby. 
Her name is Catherine. I can 
no longer take care of her. I 
have eight others. My husband 
is out of work. She was born 
on Thanksgiving Day. I have 
always heard of the goodness 
of show business and I pray to 
God that you will iook out for 
her.”

The owner of the theater was 
one of 11 young showmen who 
had organized themselves into 
a club they called “Variety,” in 
keeping with the varied types 
of entertainment represented in 
its membership. Unable to lo- 
cate the mother—although she 
telephoned frequently to ask 
about the child’s welfare — he 
appealed to his fellow club 
members. They voted to adopt 
the child, to provide foster 
home care and assume financial 
responsibility for her as she

grew up. They named her Cath- | 


erine Variety Sheridan. 

For a time the child was 
brought to the club’s social af- 
fairs, but as the years went on, 
the men recognized the impor- 
tance of shielding her from the

Only they, from 
then on, knew her whereabouts, 
but they kept in touch and re- 
ported on her activities. She 
is now married and has chil- 
dren of her own. 

Publicity which surrounded

son for under-privileged fami- 
lies. Individuals, whose plight 
was brought to the attention of 
the club, were given help. 

But in 1952, with the idea of 
concentrating its energies on a 
major project — maintaining, 
however, its traditional contri- 
bution to children needing 
glasses — officers of the St. 
Louis “tent” asked the Social 
Planning Council for help in 
choosing a charitable project. 
Support of the day care nursery 
program was the philanthropy 
suggested — and the Variety 
Club went to work. 

At that time, South Side Day 
Nursery, one of the oldest in 
this area, had been evicted from 
its former quarters because of 
the Third Street Highway and 
there were no funds to provide 
a new building. The Variety 
Club picked up the mortgage 
and adopted the nursery as its 
special project, but its gener- 
osity spilled over to benefit 
similar agencies throughout the 
community, through gifts both 
tangible and intangible. 

The tangible ones are toys 
and playground equipment. The 
intangible are the love and the 
concern, plus the provision of 
these essential casework serv- 
ices, a gift that can’t be meas- 
ured in dollars and cents, in 
volume or material value, but 
which gives a child in a day 


nursery that much better 
chance. 
Already, such a child is a lit- 


tle bewildered, maybe a little 
unhappy. His mother is work- 
ing, or perhaps she's ill and 
can't take care of him. So he 
goes into a day care center to 
spend eight or nine or 10 hours 
of his day. He may be playing 
with toys or outside on play- 
ground equipment provided by 
the Variety Club, but he also 
may be receiving extra help 
unknown to him —through the 
efforts of the case worker. 


This portion of the Variety 
Club’s philanthrophy pays the 
salary of two caseworkers who 
interview parents, help them de- 
cide whether this is the right 
plan for their child, keep in 
touch with the families, and 
are available if there is a spe- 
cial problem at home _ which 
might affect the child. 

Before the Variety Club ac- 
cepted this part of its day care 
philanthrophy, only three of the 
12 agencies had casework serv- 
ices. Under the present plan, 


a new day care casework project 
is centered in the Family and 
Children’s Service where a staff 
of two trained workers does the 
interviewing of applicants for 
day care service and makes con- 
tacts with the children’s fami- 
lies for four more centers. 
There was little money in the 
Variety Club treasury — but 
plenty of faith in the hearts of 
its members—when they of- 
fered help to the Social Plan- 
ning Council, Their funds have 
been raised through Harvest 
Festivals and a spring festival. 
“No money raised from these 
activities ever goes for any- 
thing except the project to be 
benefited,” said Edward Arthur, 
general manager of Arthur En- 


terprises, Inc., former chief 
barker of the St. Louis tent and 
now liaison between the club 


and the Social Planning Coun 
cil. “One of the reasons why) 
our festivals have been so suc- 
cessful in the past is that when 
show people put on an affair, 
everyone is anxious to put forth 
his best effort, even though its 
without compensation.’ 


o . * 
NCLUDED in the St. Louis 
| variety Club's membership 


are 250 men representing ev- 
ery phase of the entertainment 
business—theaters, motion Ppic- 
tures, television, radio, news- 
papers, public relations, hotels, 
baseball clubs, ballrooms, res- 
taurants—all with a mutual 
love for show business. With 
them, known as ‘‘associate 
barkers,” are many others who, 
although they have no specific 
connection with the entertain- 


ment world, are stalwart sup- 
porters of the Variety Club's 
projects. 


“Everyone has been enthusi 
astic about this program,” said 
Arthur, “and they all want to 
help. Some of us are on the 
board of the South Side Day 
Nursery. We frequently visit 
the nursery, take theater per 
sonalities occasionally to see 
the children. It has brought us 
a lot of happiness.” 

Arthur has found that the 
traditional big heart of show 
business people—on which the 
distraught mother in Pittsburgh 


depended—is well-known in St. 


Louis, too. 

“The first time we met with 
the board, to talk over the 
plans, one woman spoke up at 
the end of the session,” he re- 
called, 

‘““I'm the treasurer,’ 
‘Where's the money?’ 


she said.
